Wales did not figure so pro- 
minently in. the “squatting” 
drama ns some other parts of 
the country. This may sur- 
-prise some people because Wales 
is far from being immune from 
the universal crop of pressing 
post-war, problems, : 

Indeed, Wales, as I havo, often 
emphasised, in this letter, has some 
problems which other 
Britain are not troubled with“to the 
same extent in these times when 
the “new World” {s being born 
through much travatl, So don't 
think the housing shortage has been 
miraculously overcome jn the frst 
year of peace. The situation is 
belng cased here and there, but 
there aro many more new houses, 
both temporary and permanent, in 
the planning stage still than there 
are actually pullf or even nearing 
compliction, ; ‘ ¥ 

In some of the blig Welsh towns 
and, of course, in the heavily 
populated industrial valleys, over- 
crowding is scrious and, unfortun- 
ately, must continue no for o long 
time. yet. Dissatisfaction with this” 
state of offairs flares up from time 
to time in Iettera to the press,. in 
sharp criticism as counell meetings, 
in conversations on street corners 
and on the buses and traln, and 
recently even In a march of protest 
by men and women from oll parts of 
South Wales through the .main 
Cardiff, But on the 
whole, even the hardest « pressed 
people in Wales are still “taking it’ 
with spartan patience. One ‘reason 
for this is that most of the people 
recognise that re-housing is the 
toughest of oll the post-war tasks. 
Irritated as they nre by the delays 
in obtaining big-scale results they 
reallse the tremendous ‘diMculties in, 
the way and are still prepared to 
a little longer until the 
Government gets a fair chance to 
grapple with this puper-problem. 

The Welsh Character ; 

There 1s perhaps s.other reason 
for the patience of Welsh people in 
face of this housing famine. 1 
think it fs -the Welsh character 
ftself. In many. of the Welsh 
valleys even before the war the 
long drawn-out iridustrial depression 
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put tens’ of- thousands of people in |- 


a,.jam. Mass unemployment im~ 
poverished not only familics but 
the local councils, ‘There was not 
much money available for housing 
development. It was surprising 
how many people “made do” even 
‘then, The most severely-hit famitics 
shared thelr homes with othefs who 
hnd no homes at all. This spirit 
of mutual ‘help.in adverslty is still 
strong in Wales. It ts still-helping 
thousands ‘to endure in this ‘new 
emergency caused by post-war 
shortages. But many voices are 
warning the Government not to 
stretch this Welsh .virtue to the 
breaking point. 
. The common sense ati%ude of the 
leading Welsh local authoritics to- 
wards the “squatting” problem has 
also relieved a great deal of the 
tension. Newport (Mon) Borough 
Council, for instance, with a waiting 
list of 5,000 people without homes, 
set about creating a communal 
Jiving centre on practleal and in- 
decd attractive’ lines. 
When the Army vacated a large 
mansion in its own grounds re- 
cently the Council took immediate 
possession thus forestalling a 
possible rough and ready “squatters” 
Invasion. But the authority re- 
cognised- just the same that many 
familics were in a desperate posi- 
tion, and selected a number _ of 
“tenants” to occupy the camp. The 
scheme was thoroughly organised. 
Incoming fomilics had to -sive an 
uUwlertaking that they would’ live 
in the Army ‘huts on a truly. com- 
munal “help your neighbour 
footing.” The camp was cleaned 
and freshened up by men “tenants.” 
‘the Council provided, sanitary and 
other facllitics. A community mess- 
room was established. The deputy 
‘Town Cleric was appointed — camp 
warden and, like members of the 
“tenants” committce that helped 
him run the camp, went to live in 
ne of the Nissen" huts, Cardiff 
ity Council also has its organised 
centre for relieving ‘the plight of 
sdme of its‘thousands of houseless- 
people.
